A little mor than thirty years have 


elapsed, and the third President fur- 
nished by Tennessee, for long years of 
the straightest sect of Jackson Democ- 
racy, is coarsely charged in the 
House of Representatives with compli- 
‘city ina hideous and horrible assassiua- 
tion, and as coarsely denounced in the 
Senate as an enemy of his country ,—the 
body in each case deciding these denun- 
ciations to be strictly in order. 

Thirty years since, the Senate made 


ap ineffeetual effort to limit the power of 


removal from oflice by the President ; 


and tbe attempt signally failed. To-day 
that officer is about to be almost wholly 
stripped of the power. It is even pro- 
posed to confer it, in a Jarge class of 
eases, upon the Chief Justice of the Su- 
Thirty-four years ago, the “Special 
Representative of the People’? claimed 
the right to construe the ‘onstitution as 
he understood it, and vetoed the bill to 
re-charter the sank of the United States, 
or: the ground that he believed that Con- 
gress had no power to’ charter such & 
bank ; although the Supreme Court, ina 
case where the point was directly in 
issue, had decided that the power tas 
@yranted by the Constitution. About 
that time the Democratic Convention in 
Baltimore made it a part of the Plat- 
form of the party, that. Congress had no 
such power; and this was reiterated 
in every Democratic platform, until, we 
believe, 15650. | 

Since then, the Supreme Court has de- 

cided that a negro cannot be a citizen of 
the United States. This, at least, was 
decided ia the DreD ScorTT case, and the 
decision has not yet been overruled. 
Yet we see Congress about to confer upon 
cousin-germans of apes in the country 
the right of suffrage in the conquered 
Provinces and in the States, and no man, 
not even the President, ever even alludes 
to the decision of the Supreme Court to 
the effect that this isa government of 
white men. 

If is now proposed virtually to deprive 
_the®upreme Court of the power of de- 
ciding a law of Congress unconstitu- 
tional. That is, it is proposed to enact 
that when, ina suit between individuals, 
every judge save one is clearly of opin- 
jon that the Supreme Court gives one of 
the parties certain rights, and that a 
legislative act which takes them from 
him is void, he shall nevertheless be rob- 
bed of these rights. The infamy of such 
a proposition is too plain to need argu- 
ment: and it is the legitimate issue of a 
war upon the Supreme Court that com- 
menced. not only thirty years ago, but 
when AAKON BuRR was cbarged with 
treason, and the rulings of Chief Justice 
MARSHALL did not please Mr. JErrER- 
SON. 

It isnot pleasant to revert to these 
things; and it may be said that such 
retrospective censures are now unavail- 


ing. But itis the duty of all who wish ' 


to make the people wiser to point out to 
them the errors of the Past, that like 
errors may be avoided in the future. 
For these and all kindred errors flow 
from the sam: source, prolific of curses 
to the nations,—the resorting by public 
men to measures and policies wrong in 
themselves, for purpeses,of present suc- 
cesa—the preferring of that which is ex- 

jent or seems necessary to that which 
is right.
